JUST NOW GETTING BUSY 


Secretary McAdoo Holds 
Out in Opposition to Ad- 
mitting State Banks to 
Membership in Federal 
Reserve System.

Washington, September 8.—(Special.) 
The cry of distress which has come up 
from the south in the face of its great- 
est calamity since the civil war has 
penettated to the halls of congress, 
but congress is taking an unconscion- 
able time in answéring it. 

With their cotton farmers facing 
gerious loss, bankruptcy and even ac- 
tual want because of the paralysis of 
the cotton mill industry by the war, 
congress is marking time on measures 


of relief. ° 

The great need of the present situa- 
tion is for prompt action, for early re- 
lief, that uncertainty as to the future 
shall be supplanted by certainty as to 
what help may be expected from the 
Mational government. Measures of re- 
é ef in the shape of amendments to the 
 @urrency laws have been pending in 
the senkte HINeS September 3 with the 
approval of the senate banking and 
currency committee. No one can 
prophesy when they will pass. 

Not Introduced in House. 

These measures have not even been 
introduced in the house. 

Following a perusal of The Consti- 
tution’s vigorous editorial of Sunday, 
members of the house from Georgia 
began a careful study of these bills 
with a view to introducing and press- 
ing them. 

A serious difficulty is to be con- 
fronted in the opposition of Represen- 
tative Carter Glass, of Virginia, chair- 
man sof the house banking and cur- 
rency committee. Though coming 
from a state which is vitally interest- 
ed in cotton and tobacco, he has done 
nothing to relieve the situation into 
which his people have been plunged by 
the European war. The treasury de- 
partment insists that there is $500,000,- 
000 of emergency currency available 
for distribution to national currency 
associations under the old Aldrich- 
Vreeland act, which was temporarily 
extended by the federal reserve act. 

This money is only to be issued 
through the national currency associa- 
tions. Ten national banks within a 
given territory, having an unimpaired 
capital and a surplus of not less than 
20 per cent, may band together and 
form such an association. 

State Banks Net Eligible. 

No state bank is now eligible to par- 
ticipate. The total amount of cur- 
rency any individual member bank 
may issue shall not exceed 25 per cent 
of its unimpaired capital and surplus. 

If this emergency currency is not 
being issued it is because the national 
banks are unwilling to put it out. 

One thing that is restraining them 
may be the hope that congress will re- 
duce the tax on this currency. For the 
first three months the currency is in 
circulation the bank issuing it must 
pay for the privilege at the rate of 3 
per cent per .annum. This tax in- 
creases each month, so that if the cur- 
rency is out twelve months it will be 
taxed an average of 4% per cent 

Amendments to liberalize this act 
and make the currency more attractive 
for the banks are pending in the sen- 
ate. 

One by Senator Overman, of North 
Carolina, would limit the tax to 1 
er nt. For the first three months 


,nSenator Hoke Smith proposes to limit 


the banks to an interest rate of 5 per 
cent on loans of this emergency cur- 
rency. 

Both Amedments Opposed. 

Both of these amendments have been 
opposed, and the debate over them con- 
geumed ‘the entire time given to this 
subject in the senate on Saturday. The 
Overman amendment is said to threat- 
en inflation of currency, and the Smith 
amendment to beiunnecessary and an 
interference with the usury laws of 
the states. 

It is promised that the pending 
amendments will be brought up in the 
senate tomorrow. Senator Owen, of 
Oklahoma, who is in charge of the 
bills, is absent, but Senator Shafroth, 
of Colorado, is expected to act in his 
absence. The attitude of the treasury 
department is very far from that which 
the southern cotton farmers would 
like for it to take. For example, Sec- 
retary McAdoo is opposed to admitting 
state banks to membership in the fed- 
eral reserve system, which is expected 
to be in operation some time around 
Octobder 1. 

Of course, the small state banks are 
the closest to the farmers. The re- 
lief that the national banks can give 
is comparatively small, as compared 
to that which the state banks might

The Atlanta Real Estate boatd, at 
an enthusiastic meeting in the Wine- 
coff hotel Tuesday noon, took definite 
action toward putting to a test the gov- 
ernment’s plan of issuing emergency 
currency on bonded warehouse receipts 
for cotton by appointing a committee 
to locate and offer warehouse space 
for the purpose of storing cotton. in 
order to get the receipts upon which 
the propbdsed issue of currency is to be 
made. 

M. L. Thrower took the initiative Mm 
the scheme when he declared before 
the board that he was in control of 
several warehouse properties in At- 
lanta and that he was willing to have 
this used for warehouse cotton stor- 
age purposes at any rental those who 
stored cotton saw fit to give, or, if 
they felt unable to pay any rental, he 
would offer the warehouses anyway 
for the purpose of a test of the feasi- 
bility of the federal government's plan.

“While the buy-a-Dale-of-cotton plan 
is a good one, no doubt, if we had 
money enough to retire an effective 
portion of the crop by the individual 
purchase of bales, it is a more or less 
stupendous and hazardous solution as 
attempt. What we really need meee, Oe 
to” ewap our money for cotton, dt fo. 
get new money here to relieve the 
situation. 

“The home money in time past te not 
what has moved the cotton crop, but 
the money from outside which came 
from foreign markets. We are not 
now in position to get outside money 
from that source. 

“The federal government has otter~| 
ed a solution to the problem of outside 
money by offering to issue emergency 
currency on bonded cotton warehouse 
receipts. Yet we have been talking 
around and have made more efforts 
in other directions than we have in the 
direction of getting hold of this money 
aB® a solution. 

“T am in favor of putting the admin- 
istration to the test. If it can and will 
do what it says it will, it seems that 
the problem would be in a large meas, 
ure solved. If it does not, it is high 
time we are finding it out. My ideal 
of a country over which.~one can be 
patriotic is one which can come to 
the rescue of its people in an emer- 
gency like this. 

“For the purpose of giving the gov- 
ernment a trial, I will offer several 
warehouse properties which I control 
near Ponce de Leon aivenue and the: 
railroad, and the large building which | 
I own at Pryor and Mitchell streets, 
formerly occupied by the county of- 
fices, as warehouses. I am willing to 
leave to the honesty of those who use 
these warehouses to pay me a fair 
rental. If they cannot afford to pay 
it, I am willing for them to use them 
as long as necessary anyway. It is 
my own funeral if I don’t get value 
received.” 

Other Buildings Available. 

In addition to the buildings which 
Mr. Thrower personally ‘offered, he 
declared that there are innumerable 
vacant warehouses and store buildings 
about the city which he believed the 
patriotism of owners would lead them 
to offer for use. These he said could 


readily be put into shape to meet the 
fire insurance requirements. 

Upon the motion of Charles P. 
Glover, President Harris G. White was 
authorized to appoint a committee to 
look into Mr. Thrower’s offer, find 
out just what steps are necessary to 
carrying out the plan he suggested to 
to ascertain what other vacant proper- 
ty is available for warehouse purposes. 
This committee is to report to a meet- 
ing of the board to be held next Tues- 
day noon at the Winecoff. 

Meanwhile the real estate board has 
indorsed the buying movement and 
authorized President White to appoint 
the entire board membership as a sell- 
ing committee. The following resolu- 
tions drawn by Dr. Joel T. Daves were 
adopted:

Columbia, 8.-C., Séptember 8.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Richard I. Manning, of Sumter, 
for governor; A. J. Bethea, of Colum- 
bia, for leutenant governor, and 
Frank W. Shealy, of Lexington, for 
railroad commissioner, were nominat- 
ed in the South Carolina democratic 
primary today by majorities approxi- 
mating 25,000 apiece. 

Wyatt Aiken, for renomination § to 
the federal house of representatives 
from the third district, has won over 
F. H. Dominick by a substantial ma- 


jority,’ perhaps reaching 4,000. ; 

With nearly 100,000 votes reported, 
the count stands: Manning 61,875; John 
G. Richards, 36,467; for lieutenant gov- 
ernor, Bethea, 59,670; B. Frank Kelly, 
36,782; railroad. commissioner, Shealy, 
64,943: C. D. Fortner, 32,112; for con- 
gress, Aiken, 10,262; Dominick, 7,133. 

The election turned out a fair vote, 
estimates of its size ranging from 105,- 
000 to 110,000, as against a total of 
182,000 in the first primary two weeks 
ago. 

The three winners were in each in- 
stance recognized as oppenents of Gov- 
ernor Cole L. Blease, who two weeks 
ago was defeated for the United States 
gpenate by E. D. Smith, the incumbent. 

Representative Aiken was victorious 
over F. H. Dominick, now assistant ‘at- 
torney general,- who was formerly a 
law partner of Governor Blease and 
recognized as a strong supporter of the 
administration. . 

Mr. Manning, who will be elected gov- 
ernor in November, will take office in 
January, in succession to Governor 
Blease. Mr. Manning is a planter and 
banker and has been active in politics 
before, having‘ served in the state 
house of representatives and in the 
state senate and having before made 
the canvass for governor, though un- 
successfully. 

He has carried forty of the forty- 
four counties, according to available 
figures.

Christobel Pankhurst Appears 
in Novel Role of Support 
of Government. 


London, September 8.—(11:25 p. m.) 
Miss Christobel Pankhurst, the mili- 
tant suffragette. who until recently 
was one of the most severe critics of 
English law and tradition, made a dra- 
matic reappearance before a great au- 
dience tonight in support of the gov- 
ernment. 

“The defeat of our country and the 
victory of Germany,” she declared, 
“wonld be a calamity from the wom- 
en’s point of view.” Scores of fash- 
tonably dressed women, recently freed 
from jail under the government’s am- 
nesty measure, cheered their |! 
and waved the flags of the allies. 

Miss Pankhurst said that the Eng- 
lish women were ready to fight in the 
line if needed. 

“T agree with the prime minister at 
this time, and I hope he never will 
disagree with ma” Miss Pankhurst 
said. The remark provoked prolonged 
laughter and applause. 

Miss Pankhurst commended volun- 
teers and their officers and pledged 
them the undivided support of the mil- 
itant women. She’ reminded her hear- 
ers that only a geographical accident 
prevented England standing today just 
where Belgium stands. 

“The future of democratic govern- 
ment is at stake,” she said. “Our eoun- 
try is in danger, and all sections must 
be united that we may be strong as 
we never were strong before.” 

All suffrage organizations are en- 
gaged in recruiting and war relief 
work. The receipts from Miss Pank- 
hurst’s lecture were donated to the re- 
lief fund.

House Committee Pins to} 
Increase Rate and Have 
Tax Apply to Incomes in 
Excess of $2,000. 


Washtheton, September 8.—An in- | 
come fax increase of one-half of one | 
per cent and a reduction of the’ mini-" 
mum exemption-from $3,000 to $2,000 
and the maximum exemption from 
$4,000 to $3,000 were agreed to ten- 
tatively today by democratic members 
of the ways and means committee, 
who-are framing the emergency reve- 
nue bill. to raise  $100,000,000. It is 
estimated that the proposed changes 
would produce $35,000,000 annually. 

In deciding on income tax increases 
the committee considered the fact that 
revenue from this seurce would not be 
available until next July, but the 
opinion was general that increased 


revenue from other sources would 
meet any immediate deficit. 

Under the proposed changes the in- 
come tax would be 1% per cent on in- 
comes of single persons in excess of 
$2,000 and the same on married per- 
sons in excess of $3,000. In addition 
the one-half per cent increase would 
be added pro rata in accordance with 
the increased sur-taxes on incomes in 
excess of $20,000. 

The committee agreed also that the 
increased tax on beer and malt liquors 
should be fixed at fifty cents a barrel, 
bringing in $35,000,000. On domestic 
wines a tax of twenty cents a gallon 
will raise $10,000,000. Distilled spirits 
will escape an extra tax, but it was 
decided to tax rectified spirits two 
cénts a gallon, realizing $2,000,000. 

The committee is said to have agreed 
tentatively on a tax on railroad freight 
in lieu of a tax on yalilroad tickets. 
Such a tax would be collected by the 
railroads and easily administered. The 
rate proposed, it was reported, was 2 
per cent. 

At the conclusion of an all-day con- 
ference it was agreed not to tax to- 
bacco products, automobiles, gasoline, 
amusement tickets, magazines and 
many other articles and commodities 
proposed, the increased income tax 
averting the necessity of levying 
against these articles. No official an-

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Allies Press Forward 
Along Far-Flung Line 
W hile Germans Retire 


While Russia Reports General Retreat of Aus- 
tria Along Whole Front, Berlin Dispatch 
States That Russian Force Has Been Repulsed 
With Loss of 600 Prisoners. 


Paris, September 9.—(12:40 a. m.)—The battle pro- 
ceeding to the east of Paris appears to be the most 
important and most stubbornly fought combat of the 
campaign. Military authorities decline to indicate the 
number of men engaged, but hundreds of thousands are 


participating on both sides. 

According to those in position to obtain authentic 
information the casualties have been so great that the 
Germans have requested an armistice of 24 hours. The 
armistice was refused with the response: 

‘‘We grant you that time to get out of France.’’ 

An official éommunication issued by the war office 
shows that the German wing, while retreating before the 
allies, has offered the sternest resistance, delivering 
‘several fierce but unsuccessful counter attacks. 

The fighting today extended along both the Ourcg 
and Marine rivers. In the latter region the British forces 
have engaged in a strong offensive in undulating country. 
The progress of the allies has been exceedingly difficult. 

In the center of the allied line several further encoun- 
ters have occurred, the two opposing factions ending the 
day with varying fortunes, which, however, are regarded 
as more favorable to the allies than to their adversaries. 


Battle to Have Vital Effect 


London, September 8.—(10:25 p. m.)—The Britih and French 
forces north and east of Paris have had further successes against 
the German invaders, according to the official butletins issued today, 
while in Galicia the Russians continue with considerable success 


their attempt to envelop and defeat the Austrian army of 400,000 
men under General Auffenberg. 

For the moment, at least, interest centers in the campaign in 
France, for it is felt that the battle proceeding there is the first real 
crisis of the war, and will have a vital effect on the outcome. 

The allies, according to a bulletin issued by the French war 
office, "have successfully repulsed another German attempt to pene- 
trate their left center between Fere-Champenoise and Vitry-Le- 
Francois, where the roads and railways are more suited to the French 
movements than they would have been further north. 

In fact, it is believed General Joffre purposely fell back from 
Chalons so he could choose ground more favorable for his army for 
either defensive or offensive operations. .In this he ‘seems to have 
been justified, for not only was the German attack repulsed, but at 
Vitry-Le-Francois the Germans actually lost ground. 


GERMANS ARE FALLING BACK,

Reports 
persist that Emperor Francis Joseph is dangerously ill; that there 
are internal dissensions in the dual monarchy, and that Italy, Bul- 
garia and Roumania are waiting Austria’s defeat by Russia to appro- 
priate some of the vast territories on her southern frontier. 


SERVIA AND MONTENEGRO WIN. 

The Servians having driven all Austrian troops out of her terri- 
tory, have commenced an advance into Bosnia from the north, while 
little Montenegro, after a couple of preliminary successes, is about 
to invade Herzogovina from the south. 

However, Austria’s biggest opponent, Russia, is determined 
quickly to subdue her so that she can pay more attention to her 
attack on Germany, which is awaiting the complete break-up of the 


Austrian army. 


The Germans have been busy in Belgium again. 


They have 


taken possession of Ghent without a fight and in the north they are 
trying to drive back into Antwerp the whole Belgian army, the 
sorties of which have been annoying if not threatening.

Action Taken in Case of 
Red Cross Foreshadows 
Similar Attitude Toward 
Other Vessels Taken Over. 


Washington, September 8.—The fail- 
ure of the Red Cross relief steamer 
Red Cross to sail from New York today 
was due to the refusal of both the 
British and French governments to 
grant permission for the ship to touch 
in territory controlled by either of 
these countries. 

The British ambassador, Sir Cecil 
Spring-Rice, said he had expressed the 
willingness of his government to allow 
the ship to call at British ports on 
condition that it be an American ship 
which would mean one manned by 
Americans. He was informed at the 
last moment, he said, while the offi- 
cers were Americans, the steamer car- 
ried the same crew she had as the 
Hamburg-American liner Hamburg. 

Under these circumstances, the am- 
bassador Said, he did not feel justified 
in taking the responsibility of approv- 
ing the steamer’s departure, particu- 
larly as many of the crew are German 
reservists, and has laid the matter be- 
fore his government. 

The incident attracted feneral at- 
tention today because it foreshadowed 
similar action on the part of Great 
Britain and France toward Ships that 
may be purchased by the United States 
for its merchant marine. Both gov- 
ernments, in expressing their attitude 
on the neutralization of ships formerly 
owned by belligerents, Suggested that 
the crews of these vessels ought to 
be American, as they could not permit 
sailors of hostile countries to enter 
their ports under neutral] flags.

Paris, September 8—The following communication, bearing 

on the fighting now in progress to the east of the capital, was made 

public today: . | 

“The left wing of the allied armies comprising certain portions 
of the forces now defending Paris, continues to make progress 
against the enemy. 

“The French advance reaches from the banks of the river Ourcq 
into the Montmirail region (Montmirail is about 48 miles east of 
Paris). 

“The-enemy is retiring in the direction of the river Marne, be- 
tween Meaux (20 miles east of Paris) and Sezanne (42 miles east 
from Meaux). 

“The French and the English armies have taken numerous 
prisoners, including a battalion of infantry and a company serving 
a detachment of rapid fire guns; they.captured also many gun car- 
riages. 

“There have been violent encounters with the enemy on the 
center between Fere-Champenoise (12 miles east of Sezanne) and 
Vitry-Le-Francois, the southern point of the forest of Argonne. 
(Vitry-Le-Francois is 27 miles east of Fere-Champenoise.) 

“At no place have we fallen back; the enemy has lost ground. 

“The reported retiring of the enemy near Vitry-Le-Francois 
has been confirmed. 

“On our right, a division of German troops delivered an attack 
on the axis of Chateau Salins-Nancy but they were repulsed to the 
northward, passing the forest of Champenoux. 

“Further to the east our troops re-occupied the crest of Mandry 
and the peak of Fourneaux. 

“There has been no change in the situation in the province of 
Alsace.” 


Austrians in General Retreat 


London, September 8.—(6:10 p. m.)—A dispatch to The Evening News 
from Petrograd says the Russian newspapers publish a report from a highly 
authoritative source to the effect that there are signs of a general retreat of 
the Austrians on their whole front between the rivers Bug and Vistula. 


Paris, Sptember 8.—An official statement given out here today says that 
Russian cavalrymen are now upon the crest of the Carpathian mountains. 

Continuing, the announcement says that the Russian offensive against 
the Austrians in Galicia continues successfully. The Austrian fort at Nico 
laieff, about twenty-five miles southwest of Lemberg, has been captured by 
the the Russians, notwithstanding the fact that it is protected by armored 
gun turrets and three lines of fortifications. The Austrians retreated from 
Nicolaieff, abandoning their supply trains. The Russians took many pris- 
oners and captured also forty guns and great quantities of ammunition. 

' The Austrian forts at Nicolaieff which have been captured by the Rus- 
sians have enormous strategic importance. The city is at the intersection of 
the railroad lines leading into the Carpathian country.

Besides the adoption of a system of

Jim Robinson, 
colored, had previously gotten up a pe- 
tition asking that Pierson be removed 
from his beat on Decatur street. On 
the other hand a petition signed by 
50 of the business men requested the 
chief of police to retain Pjerson, jn 
testifying Nunn, troubleman ‘for the 
Georgia Railway and Power company,

Because of the 
automatic clutch, the officer can fasten 
his man while protecting himself. 

Policeman Thornton, who is traffic 
officer at Five Points, has devised a 
system of markings to be put on the 
street, showing where a vehicle or au- 
tomobile must stop till orders to pro- 
ceed are given. he commission re- 
ceived this with great favor and adopt- 
ed it subject to the ordinances now in 
force.

A GREAT OPPORTUNITY. 

In his speech accepting the gubernatorial 
nomination at Macon, Judge Nat E. Harris 
referred to himself as likely to be the last 
of the “old regime” to hold that exalted 
office. He pledged himself to special effort 
for education, saying with justice that most 
of his public work for the state had been 
done along that line. 

Apropos— 

Here is an extract from the copy of a 
letter written by President M. M. Parks, of 
the Georgia Normal and Industrial college, 
to the daughter of a Georgia farmer re- 
cently deceased. This deserving young 
woman, impelled by the necessity of her 
case, made application for entrance to the 
school that has done so much for the young 
womanhood of Georgia. President Parks 
wrote: 

At present, however, every place at 
the college has been given out and 
twenty girls have been accepted more 
than we usually have room for. I 
eannot tell at this time how many of 
these will withdraw and therefore I 
am unable to foresee what can be done. 

I will keep your letter on file, how- 

ever, and will write you again as soon 

as I can learn what can be done about 
this. I send you a pamphlet which 
gives information regarding the 
crowded condition here and shows you 
the embarrassment in which I am 


placed in not being able to promptly 
admit many deserving girls. 


The predicament of the college at Mil- 
ledgeville is merely indicative of conditions 
throughout Georgia’s educational institu- 
tions. Everywhere, beginning with the uni- 
versity and going on down through the com- 
- mon school system, there is present the 
spectacle and the penalty of inadequate 
facilities. The plight of the Normal and 
Industrial college alone is bad enough. 
Opening, as it does, the door of hope and 
service te Georgia’s young womanhood, it is 
a@ travesty on rich Georgia that it should be 
compelled to turn these young women away 
from its portals. No other branch of the 
state’s educational system is better situated. 
All suffer from “growing pains.” The boys 
and girls who are to be the builders of to- 
morrow are not getting a square deal. 

Of course, this all dates back to Georgia’s 
miserable “pass the hat” taxation and fiscal 
system. That system made a rich state 
appear a pauper. It forced, year after year, 
the need for pruning what the state’s insti- 
tutions asked in behalf of the state’s chil- 
dren. |

Another southern farm leader of unquestioned reputation is Harvie Jordan. 


He is 


former president of the Southern Cotton association, and was a member of the federal 


commission to investigate rural credits in Europe. 
Mr. Jordan also indorses The Constitution’s attitude. He further says: 

In the beginning of the present crisis in the cotton situation, our representa- 
tives in the national congress and federal authorities at Washington promised im- 
mediate and substantial financial relief to the cotton growers, and our people in 
good faith accepted these assurances of federal ald. 

Now it appears that the burden of protecting the cotton industry from the ap- 
palling depression of present low prices is to be shifted, either to the state govern- 
ments of the cotton belt, or to the united efforts of the southern people. 

The accredited representatives and spokesmen of the southern and American farm- 


ers have understood that congress voluntarily and bindingly committed itself to come 


to the aid of the cotton farmer. 


What they demand now is that these pledges be “made good.” 
They declare it is a condition and not a theory the farmer, and with him the south- 


ern people, are facing. 


They have the right to know if congress is going to betray its promises. 
Barrett says that 75 per cent of the men in congress are there by virtue of the 


“farmer vote.” 


Have these men forgotten their political sponsors” 

Was their solemn word given for revenue only? 

Do they intend to “prove up” on their promises? 

Or do they count upon the farmer conveniently forgetting by the next election? 
There is no danger that the dullest farmer will forget so historic a breach of faith. 


The terms of the pledge were too explicit. 


They were too often reiterated. 


And now that the makers have value received the farmers demand that they “deliver 


the goods!” 


They demand that this uncertainty be ended; that the government. either redeem 
the promises made in its behalf or admit it is not going to do so, that other agencies may 


be set In motion. 


The farmers and business men of the south ask nothing in the way of charity from 


their government. 


All they do ask is that their own funds contributed to the government be advanced 
them as promised, with cotton, the best crop collateral in the world, as security. 

The Constitution is unwilling to believe congress will turn a deaf ear to the farmer. 

It is unwilling to believe these promises were specious, or made with recklessness as 


to their fulfillment. 


It is unwilling to believe that with government money, the people’s money, avail- 
able for every moonshine project, it is to be withheld from saving the greatest revenue- 
bearing crop of the nation, the chief dependence of a large part of the nation’s population. 

It is unwilling to believe that deception, monstrous in its cruelty, has been practiced. 

Talk or pretext or promise will not finance one bale of cotton. 

The farmer has been fed to repletion on that demagogic fodder. 

Congress is on trial before the producers of the nation. 


Congress must forthwith make answer. 
Is it— 

Yes; 

Is it— 

No?

WHERE BLAME IS DIVIDED. 


In a communication contributed recently 
to The Constitution J. T. Holleman, an 
Atlantan of long experience in farm loans 
and farm matters generally, contended that 
it was the “man higher up,” the banker, the 
merchant and the supply agent, who forced 
the southern farmer to concentrate almost 
exclusively on cotton, keeping the south in 
debt by forcing it to mortgage cotton for 
the outside foodstuffs that should be raised 
at home. 


E. H. Barnett, a prominent business man 


and farmer of Wilkes county, and John D. 
Walker, president of the Walker chain of 
banks and also an accredited farm authority, 
in cards published today take at least par- 
tial issue with Mr. Holleman. 


Since one of the compensations for the 
European war must be a revolutionizing of 
the south’s agricultural system, southern 
bankers, business men and farmers may well 
study the purport of these two communica- 
tions. 


Mr. Barnett says that in his experience 
the farmer will not abandon the fetich of 
all-cotton, even when encouraged or almost 
coerced by his creditors. Mr. Walker’s 
views are virtually identical. The farmer 
seems wedded to cotton, he says, and 
“single shots” on it despite all the advice 
to the contrary. Mr. Walker puts in a plea 
for the intelligent banker who, he says, is 
doing everything in his power to upset this 
ruinous system. In justice to Mr. Walker, it 
must be said that he personally is one of the 
pioneer bankers in the diversification propa- 
ganda. 


The Constitution is not quite sure that 
the south is any too well supplied with 
business men and bankers of the Barnett 
and Walker type. We believe that a great 
many of them are taking the more far- 
sighted view, and urging the “hog and 
hominy” principle upon their farmer debt- 
ors. But it is likely that an accurate census 


{| would disclose that the predominant land- 


lord interests of the south have, until the 
very recent past, done much) more to pro- 
mote cotton cultivation than diversification, 
the need for which is now \so obviously 
transparent. 


With the banker, the landldrd and the 
merchant, the advantage of faising the 
south’s feedstuff at home presges equally 
with the farmer.

Pto be sobering up, 


M. F. Holahan, general agent of the In- 
ternational Harvester company, with head- 
quarters in Atlanta, received a letter several 
days ago from a representative business 
house in a small Georgia town asking his 
opinion of the business situation generally 
and his advice in the premises. 


Mr. Holahan, who is one of the best bus- 
iness men in the south, replied most inter- 
estingly, saying among other things: 

“December cotton price is a guess pure 
and simple; our guess no better than yours. 
We see clearly, however, that now is the 
time for bankers, jobbers, merchants, pro- 
fessional men and farmers to act like real, 
brokd-gauged men, every one of them. It is 
the time for every man, be he debtor or 
creditor, to unselfishly help his people for 
his own future good, and not selfishly follow 
the short-sighted policy of grabbing his 
own regardless of the general effect and the 
eventual bad effect for the selfish individual 
himself. 

“Cotton will be transported to meet the 
foreign demand. The government will find 
@ way for that. The government will loan 
money to the banks, but the banks must be 
prepared to return the loan, which fact pre- 
cludes any fixing of cotton prices by gov- 
ernment or bankers. The political promises 
and unbusinesslike resolutions have had the 
good effect of building up the farmer's 
hopes, and preventing for the time being the 
slaughtering of prices. That's the full effect 
of price fixing resolytions, etc. 

“Banker, jobber, merchant and profes- 
sional man, and in fact all creditors, should 
be satisfied with a percentage share of col- 
lections. The banker should assist the 
farmer in listing his debts, then advise him 
to pay to each creditor an equal percentage 
of his claim. The banker should not insist 
upon full payment of his own account unless 
sufficient funds are in the farmer’s hands 
to fully pay all accounts. One creditor 


_should not be given a preference because of 


influence, getting there first, or for any oth- 
er reason. All creditors have exactly the 
same rights, and while it will test the cour- 
age of the first creditor on the ground to 
advise an equal distribution of payments, 
yet that is the test that proves whether the 
creditor is for business good in general, or 
for his own selfish gain; but which after all 
must prove no gain for such an individual 
in the long run. 

“The farmer should carefully list his ob- 
ligations and as carefully estimate his ex- 
penses. Economy should figure largely in 
the expense question. He should then pro- 
rate to each and every creditor his pay- 
ments. He must carry his part of the bur- 
den, for the load is too heavy to ask his 
creditors to carry alone. 

“We believe even should cotton sell at 
about eight cents, we then would not be 
under a greater strain than has been the 
case during several of the last ten years, for 
the reason that our wagon is proportionately 
stronger. The difference to our disadvan- 
tage is the scare of the situation and the 
suddenness of its coming on. The disap- 
pointment is so keen that the load seems 
heavier than it really is. Already we seem 
and soon we will have 
passed the ‘ice water’ stage, ready for a 
fairly good afternoon. 

“Here is what we are doing: We are ex- 
tending terms to the fall of 1915 on ma- 
chines needed for saving corn, hay, etc. 
Please remember that we are betting our 
money that Georgia’s prosperity is only hes- 
itating, not for long, and not so serious a 
stop as first imagined.” 


“Time to Act!” 


Editor Constitution: We cannot refrain 
from writing you a word of commendation, 
in reference to your editorials in reference 
to the present condition of affairs, on ac- 
count of the cotton crop and the inactivity 
in Washington about relieving same. 

We feel that you have gone about this 
thing gloves off, and have gotten down to 
true facts. If more papers would follow 
and explain conditions as they really exist, 
without smearing on a lot of talk which 
amounts to nothing, and raises the hope of 
people only to be disappointed, we would all 
be in better condition. 

We feel exactly as you, that now is the 
time to act and the time to let the southern 
people know where and how they stand, and 
if the government is not, and cannot help

Pay Debts With Cotton. 


Editor Constitution: Various solutions of 
the cotton question have been offered. So 
far these solutions fail to solve. 

I note with pleasure, however, that some 
few of the guano companies and credit men 
are accepting cotton on account at the rate 
of 10 cents per pound. This seems to me 
to be something practical. At the time these 
supplies and guano were sold they were 
charged for on a basis of cotton at 10 or 
12 cents per pound. Therefore, it is not 
asking so very much of these creditors to 
now accept cotton at 10 cents a pound. 

Would it not be better for these creditors 
to accept cotton at 10 cents a pound rather 
than have the accounts and notes of farm- 
ers which cannot be paid? (For our farmers 
cannot pay their debts unless they can get 
at least 10 cents a pound for their cotton.) 

If all of the guano companies and credit 
men generally would accept cotton at 10 
cents a pound and withdraw it from the 
market this would have a powerful influ- 
ence towards raising the price of cotton. 
The mills in the United States, owing to 
the fact that they will use an increased 
amount of cotton this year, would probably 
be able to take care of all of the distress 
cotton. The credit men and guano com- 
panies generally could afford to carry the 
farmers’ cotton for 10 cents a pound better 
than they could carry the farmers’ accounts 
and notes. They could get the money out 
of cotton quicker than they could out of 
these accounts and notes. 

I would like to see a concerted effort 
made along this line. Yours very truly,

From a Banker-F'armer. 

Editor Constitution: I have read with 
considerable interest the article from Mr. ~ 
J. T. Holleman and your editorial indorse- 
ment of same, and I find myself in full ac- 
cord, except that I do not think the intelli- 
gent banker is given proper consideration. 

This is what we have for several years 
been urging on our customers, to plant less 
cotton and more grain and foodstuffs, but 
without success, much to the regret of the 
bankerg and thoughtful merchants. The 
truth of the business is, there are many 
farmers in this state who have never planted 
anything much but cotton, which as you and 
Mr. Holleman know does not. require the 
same amount of intelligence and attention 
as corn and other like crops. Therefore, it 
is difficult to get the average farmer to 
take good advice, for by taking it he must 
reduce his acreage and make less cotton. 
Then, too, you must not overlook the large 
negro population we have, who are cotton 
raisers almost exclusively, and who are not 
going to raise anything but cotton unless 
there was some legislation that would force 
them to plant something else. I admit that 
we bankers have been too negligent along 
the line suggested, but I think you should 
say to your readerg for the benefit of the 
progressive bankers and others, that mot all 
of them have been asleep.

From a Business Farmer. 

Editor Constitution: I notice an article 
in The Constitution by J. T. Holleman 
headed “Small Farmers Single Shot Cotton 
Because Forced to It.” 

I differ with the views expressed that 
the men higher up are responsible for it, at 
least to a great extent, and am sending you 
under separate cover a premium list of the 
ue County fair for the fall of 

Please note for what class of farm prod- 
ucts premiums are offered by the Washing- 
ton, Ga. banks, merchants and business 
men, and men from other parts of both 
counties, and see how little attention cotton 
gets in the list. 

There are a great many counties in the 
state now which hold county fairs, and as 
in Wilkes and Lincoln, nearly all the pre- 
miums offered by merchants and business 
men are for corn, oats, wheat, hay, cattle, 
hogs or live stock of some kind. The state 
fair hag the samie object in view. 

In my section about the first question a 
bank or supply merchant asks a farmer ap- 
plying for credit is how is he fixed on home 
supplies, and credit is extended or rejected 
largely on his reply. 

In spite of advice to the contrary by his 
creditors and in spite of his knowledge that 
the man who makes his home supplies is 
in nearly every instance doing well, the 
average southern farmer will plant too much 
cotton, mainly of his own choice, and not by 
reason of outside pressure. 

Why they continue to do so, “God only 
knows.” They have had advice upon ad- 
vice, lesson after lesson, example after ex- 
ample, yet they seem “wedded to their 
idol.” 

I am a farmer myself and do not mean 
to unkindly criticize my brother farmer, 
but I am sincere in the belief and make the 
statement that the southern farmers are 
more responsible than all things else com- 
bined for the planting of too much cotton 
in proportion to other crops, and it will 
never be changed and cannot be changed 
until farmers themselves do it. 

As long as the southern farmer plants an 
excess of cotton their own business and also 
the business interests of the south as a 
whole will be in a state of unstable equi- 
librium. . 

With a large ctop and aay abnormal bus- 
iness or political condition, down goes cot- 
ton and business with it. Yet if the crop 
from Providential causes is short and other 
conditions normal, up goes cotton and bus- 
iness prospers with it. 3 

If, however, the crop is short it is usually 
from Providential causes and not from wise 
curtailment by the farmers. 

Prosperity comes to the southern farmer 
not by reason of his success in what he un- 
dertakes, but by reason of Providence inter- 
fering in what he undertakes.

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OVERRULED BY BOARD 


The Insurance Board Renders 
Unanimous Decision in 
Favor of Plaintiff. 


The hearing of the demurrer in the 
case of Earl Chandler vs. The Empire 
Life Insurance company, before the 
insurance board of Georgia on Tues- 
day resulted in a victory for the plain- 
tiff. 

The petition in the case alleged that 
the company was hopelessly insolvent, 
with liabilities amounting to approxi- 
mately two million dollars, and with 
assets aggregating less than five hun- 
dred thousand dollars actual value. 

It was also alleged that the com- 
pany secured its license to do business 
in Georgia by fraudulently represent- 
ing that its capital stock had been ac- 
tually paid up in cash, when the en- 
tire capital stock, with the exception 
of a few dollars, was represented by 
notes of the promoters of the company, 
contrary to law. 

The petition recited the recent trial 
of the case of Judge James R. Brown 
vs. The Empire Life Insurance compa- 
ny, and contended that a receivership 
in that case had been only averted by 
promises of Augusta stockholders to 
finance the company so as to convert 
its insolvent condition into a condi- 
tion of solvency, and that on account 
of the unwillingness or inability of 
the Augusta stockholders to advance 
funds with which to save the com- 
pany, nothing practical had been done 
to change its status, and that the com- 
pany was constantly growing deeper in 
debt and increasing its insolvency. 

To the petition The Empire Life In- 
surance company interposed a demur- 
rer, and upon the conclusion of the 
argument of counsel for the insurance 
company the board rendered its unani- 
mous decision, overruling the demur- 
rer. 

The proceeding against the Dmpire 
Life Insurance company is based upon 
the act passed by the recent session 
of the Georgia legislature, and is be- 
ing heard before Governor John M. 
Slaton, Attorney General Warren 
Grice, and Insurance Commissioner 
Wm. A. Wright, as a board of insur- 
ance. 

The new law makes no provision for 


an appeal to the courts upon rulings !: 


of the insurance board on demurrers, 
and the ruling of the board in favor of 
the plaintiff against the insurance 
company on the demurrer is final and 
opens the case for the introduction of 
evidence on both sides.

MEXICAN LEADERS 
APREE ON ELECTION 


Friend of Carranza Accepts 
Villa’s Plan for Electoral 
Program and Co-operation 
Seems Assured. 


Washington, September 8.—The basis 
for President Wilson’s recent assertion 
that he believed Carranza and Villa 
would co-operate in restoring constitu- 


tional government in Mexico was re- 
yealed today when it became known 
that General Ohregon, personal friend 
of General Carranza, had signed Gen- 
eral Villa’s proposals for an electoral 


program. 

General Villa’s proposals were laid 
before Paul Fuller, representative of 
President Wilson, at a recent confer- 
ence in Chihuahua. The president 
later told callers the proposals did not 
appear unreasonable. Mr, Fuller in- 
| torviewed General Carranza in Mexico 
| City today and it was reported the first 
chief also assented to Villa’s program, 
| eae is as follows: 
| ‘That a convention of constitution- 
alist army delegates be called to ar- 
range the date of the election for con- 
gress, president and vice president. 

That no military man be a candidate 
for president or vice president or for 
governor of any state. 

That a civilian take charge of the 
provisional government to hold elec- 
tions. 

That a general amnesty be declared, 
except as to those who committed the 
crime or participated = the assassina- 
ion of Madero an uarez. — 

’ ‘That officers of the old federal army, 
who can show clean records, shall be 
taken into the new national army. 

That all reforms shall be put through 
in an energetic manner, but on a legal 
and constitutional basis. 

General Carranza already has com- 

plied with the first proposal by call- 
ing a general convention for October 
1 to select a provisional president. 
Under the Mexican constitution the 
provisional president cannot be a can- 
didate in elections conducted under his 
administration. General Carranza, 
therefore, if he wishes to become pro- 
visional president, will not be in of- 
fice longer than the period. necessary 
to conduct an election. If he resigns 
as first chief he may enter the presi- 
dential race, as his friends claim he is 
not a gy >see ohA man” in the accepted 
sense in Mexico. 
“The belief prevails here that Car- 
ranza will resign in favor of a civil- 
ian, a8 proposed by Villa, and that 
he then will wage an active price- 
less compaign for the presidency. Vil- 
la is not expected to support Carranza 
at the polls, but he has not revealed 
the identity of his candidate. 

It generally is understood here that 
American forces will not be withdrawn 
from Vera Cruz until the election for 
permanent president is held.

A Telegram From Marshall 
Nelms Shows They Have Not 
Dropped Murder Charge. 


Marshall Nelms wired news at mid- 
night that he has obtained the testi- 
mony of M. Hayworth, a resident of 
San Antonio, who lives in the vicinity 
of 120 Wilkins avenue, the “house of 
mystery,” in which the missing Nelms 
sisters are believed to have been mur- 
dered. 

Hayworth says that he was passing 
the house at No. 120 on the night of 
June 15—the night following the ar- 
rival of Beatrice and Elois in San 
Antonio—and that he saw two young 
women sitting in the porch swing. He 
says he looked to see if they were the 
two Williams girls who occupy the 
house, but noticed that they were 
strangers. 

On being shown pictures of Beatrice 
and Elois, he has identified them. This 
is one of the strongest pieces of cir- 
cumstantial evidence that has been 
unearthed against Innes of late. 

The fact that Marshall Nelms, Burns 
detectives and the United States de- 
partment of justice are continuing ac- 
tivities in the investigation of the dis- 
appearance of the Nelms sisters indi- 
cates that San Antonio officials are not 
contemplating dropping the murder 


charge against Victor Innes and his 
wife, as has been reported. 

The following telegram was received 
from Marshall Nelms last night: 

“Developments here today lead to 
the theory that Innes purchased the 
acid some place east. While he was 
in Devine, Texas, a gallon bottle of 
sulphuric acid was broken in his trunk, 
with the result that it ate out the bot- 
tom and part of the side.

CUMMITTEE ADVOCATES 
MERCHANT MARINE BILL 


Report Points Out That Board 
Need Not Purchase Ger- 
man Ships. 


Washington, September 8.— “Fears 
are expressed that we will involve our- 
selves with Great Britain and France 
if we buy German ships,” says a report 
of the merchant marine committee sub- 
mitted to the house today, advocating 
the Alexander bill for a government- 
controlled company to purchase and 
operate ships. : 

“That may be so,” the report contin- 
use. “This bill does not direct the 
shipping board to buy ships of any 
particular nation: They have the wid- 
est discretion in the purchase or con- 
struction of vessels. We have no rea4 
son to believe they will act otherwise 
than with the greatest care in what- 
ever they do. 

“The war in Europe,” the report adds, 
“not only has demoralized commerce, 
but credits as well. However much 
enterprising citizens and corporations 
may wish to meet the demands in the 
present emergency, they seem to be 
powerless to do so without government 
aid. Hence, the rational course ig to 
utilize government resources to inure 
to the benefit of all the people. 

“Rather than hazard the posibility 
of a palsuncerstanding with one or 
more of the belligerents, some would 
have us make no effort to repair the 
damage done to our industries and 
commerce by the European war or to 
exercise any of the rights as a neutral 
power. We have rights ag neutrals as 
well as duties.” 

The report declares the United States 
now has less than 1,000,000 tons of 
shipping in the foreign trade. It points 
out that many lines seeking shelter 
under the American flag, although 
American-owned, may pass again to 
foreign flags after this crisis if to their 
pecuniary advantag6. It declares the 
government's policy should be to build 
up the merchant marine permanently.

~ AN REROIG TASK 
10 SEAT CHILDREN 


Superintendent Slaton and 
Secretary Landrum Hard 
at Work to Secure Places 
for 25,000 Children. 


Great activities are taking place in 
the several branches of the city pub- 
lic schools. Steps are rapidly being 
taken to provide seating capacity for 
the 25,000 school children who are ex- 
pected to attend next Monday when the 
publfe schools open. 

Superintendent of Schools William 
M. Slaton, and L. M. Landrum, assist- 
ant superintendent, are confronted by a 
Herculean task, but with a score of 
stenographers helping them in their 
new offices in the Chamber of; Com- 
merce building they are working 
steadily at their tasks. 

Thousands of assignment cards are 
being prepared to be sent out to 
children, who on account of the ex- 
pected crowded conditions, will be 
forced to attend school elsewhere than 
in the school district in which they 
live. 

The public has been wrongly noti- 
fied that all children would within a 
few days receive assignment cards, 
designating the respective schools they 
should attend next Monday. Superin- 
tendent Slaton wishes to correct this 
impression. Assignment cards will be 
sent to only those pupils who will be 
compelled, by reason of crowded con- 
ditions, to attend school in some school 
district other than the one in which 
they live. If no card is received, then, 
pupils will attend the school in the 
districts in which they live. 

“t do not want all the children,” 
said Mr. Slaton, “to be waiting for an 
assignment card before going to school 
next Monday.” 

Record Registration. 


The largest registration on record 
is expected, and to provide room for 
the increase in numbers fully thirty 
new classrooms in the different schools 
have been provided. The board of ed- 
ucation’s action recently cutting down 
the number of pupils to a class room 
from 60 to 45 makes it necessary that 
about 15 or 20° more classrooms be 
provided in addition to the thirty new 
ones. As there is no money in the city 
treasury for this purpose, the board 
has decided to enforce double sessions 
in about 24 classrooms, in this way 
taking care of the overflow. 

The book dealers of the city are up 
in arms on account of the late action 
of the board of education in changing 
the text books for this year so late 
as August 15. 

The grammar school will have only 
seven grades in the future, the books 
having been changed to conform with 
a seven-grade basis, instead of the old 
eignt grade basis. 

The list of new school books will 
be published today, and can be fur- 
nished to the school children by noon. 

The board of education and the su- 
perintendent’s office are now in the 
Chamber of Commerce building, hav- 
ing been moved from the Boys’ High 
School building in order to provide two 
additional classrooms there. Many im- 
rovements have been effected at the 

ys’ High school, 130 commercial desks 
having been installed in the commer- 
cial department. Several other class- 
rooms probably will be remodeled, ac- 
cording to Prof. W. F. Dykes, principal 
of the school, to provide more room for 
seats. ‘ 

New Department for Girls. 


At the Girls’ High school a Sanees- 
ment of domestic science has been - 
stalled, and Miss Johnson, daughter of 
Rev. Luke Johnson, pastor of Trinity 
Methodist church, has been put in 


charge. 

At the Tech High sc‘ool on Marietta 
street, six new classrooms have been 
built, and these clasrooms face on 
uckte street. A large increase in at- 
tendance is expected there. 
hildren who enter the first grade 
this year will, if they continue through 
the ammar school course, g0 to 
school for seven years, under the new 
system. Those children who are in the 
advance des will be forced to catch 
up a grade, as there will no longer be 
an eighth grade, The eighth grade 
of last year will be known as the 
seventh grade A this year, and the 
regular seventh grade under the old 
system will be known as seventh grade 

The work of these two sub-grades 
will be divided during the year be- 
tween the regular seventh and eighth 
grade work in the hope that as many 

upils as possible will be graduated 
from the public schools at the close 
of the years work. 
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POPE BENEDICT HOLDS 
HIS FIRST CONSISTORY 


Rome, September 8.—(Via Paris 12:55 
p. m.)—The first consistory of Pope 
Benedict was held here today. It was 
marked by gorgeous display on the part 
of those present and decorations of the 
papal court. September 8, the day of 
nativity of the Virgin, was chosen for 
this occasion by the pontiff himself. 

The participation was limited al- 
most entirely to ecclesiastics and offi- 
cials of the vatican. Many relatives 
of the pope occupied seats in a special 
tribuna. 

Surrounded by almost all the car- 
dinals at present in Rome the pope was 
carried into the consistory on the Ges- 
tatoria chair and greeted with loud 
applause. 

He imposed the red hat on Cardinal 
Anthony Mendes Belle, patriarch of 
Lisbon; Cardinal Guisacola y Menen- 
dez, archbishop of Toledo; Cardinal 
Piffl, archbishop of Vienna, and Jo- 
hann Csernoch, primate of Hungary. 
The last is the only new appointment. 

After this ceremony the pontiff de- 
livered an address in which he urged 
the meg te J of strengthening and ele- 
vating religious feeling throughout the 
world as the only edy to society 
for the evils today so strikingly shown 
in the deplorable conflict now rend- 
ing Europe. The faithful must pray 
fervently for the cessation of this war- 
fare, the pontiff declared, pextes espe- 
cially the intercession of the Virgin. 


DEKALB CO. TAX RATE 
IS CUT TEN CENTS 


Decatur, Ga., September 8.—(Special.) 
The DeKalb county tax rate has been 
fixed at 90 cents on the hundred by 
County Commissioner R. J. Freeman. 
This is a cut of 10 cents on the hun- 
dred under last year. 

The big increase in DeKalb’s taxable 
property was caused by the new tax 
equalization act and the work of the 
county equalizers.

President of the Farmers’ 
Union in Letter to Ameri- 
can People Says Congress 
Must Act. 


Charles 8S. Barrett, national presi- 
dent of the farmers’ union, has issued 
the following open Ietter to the Amer- 
ican people: 

As national president of the farm- 
ers’ union, I feel it my imperative duty, 
in the presence of a great crisis, to 
give to the public an expression, not 
only of my own opinion, but that of 
the great national convention of the 
farmers’ union which has just adjourn- 
ed its annual convention, held at Fort 
Worth, Texas. 

The sorrowful and destructive war in 
Europe has had, in a business sense, 
@* most disastrous effect upon the pro- 
ducers of the United States. We are 
but at the beginning of that war. No 
living man can safely predict how 
long it will last, and, therefore, none 
of us can foresee just how soon this 
unintentional embargo. upon our for- 
eign trade will continue. Naturally, 
the destruction in Europe will make a 
demand for our superfluous foodstuffs 
just as soon as shipping facilities can 
be provided for getting these food- 
stuffs to the hungry millions of Eu- 
rope. 

With the 


our great staple, cotton, 


situation is different. Europe takes 


an average of 60 per cent of the cotton 


crop. The demand from Europe has 
absolutely ceased, with no immediate 
prospect of a renewal of that demand. 
It is possible that England may take 
a reduced amount, but it is very cer- 
tain that the amount which England 
can use, when engaged in a life and 
death struggle, will be greatly re- 
duced. 

As I see it, and this is also the ‘opin- 
ion of my colleagues, probably 50 per 
cent of the: cotton crop will be un- 
salable during the present cotton sea- 
son at any price whatsoever, and this 
will mean that the other half will be 
sold at a price far below the cost of 
production. 

A Grave Situation. 

I have never been a pessimist—my 
temperament rather leading me to the 
opposite view, but we are confronted 
today with a situation so grave that 
it would be worse than criminal for 
me to minimize this situation, or to 
fail in setting it forth plainly. 

Numerous voluntary efforts are. be- 
ing made hastily by many of our splen- 
did citizens who have the best of in- 
tentions, and who want to relieve the 
situation. These efforts, however well 
meaning and however worthy of our 
regard, will of necessity fail. One and 
all of them, when narrowed down, 
means that the people of the cotton 
belt must, out of their own resources, 
invest at least $406,000,000 in cotton 
with the prospect of holding it one 
year. While there are a large num- 
ber of people in the cotton belt who 
could buy and hold some cotton one 
year as an tnactive investment, the 
mere statement of the fact, which is 
true, that it will require $400,000,000, 
proves the utter impossibility of the 
cotton belt, out of its own resources, 
putting this immense sum of money 
into an inactive investment.

| the financial equilibrium has been 
chiefly restored by our exports of cot- 
ton, which established our foreign 
credit and broyght to us immense 
stores of gold. It is by far the largest 
single item in our foreign trade. It is, 
‘indeed, our main reliance for keeping 
us in @ healthy financial condition, and 
from becoming too deeply indebted to 
other nations. It is the fock upon 
which rests all the prosperity of one- 
third of our country and nearly one- 
third of our population. 
Time for Deeds—Not Words. 

All men are fond of recognizing, in 
speech, the service of the farmer who 
clothes and feeds humanity, but the 
time has now come when this friendly 
expression must be concreted into the 
deed. It is absolutely true that the 
situation is so urgent, and the sum 
needed so great, that no other power in 
this country, except the government, 
can get adequate action quickly 
enough to save e farmers, who. are 
losing every day ‘millions of dollars. 

In the strong inter-dependence which 
exists between all classes, the farmer, 
when he goes to destruction, will not 
go alone. The merchant and the coun- 
try banker, the doctor and the ferti- 
lizer man, to all of whom he owes 
money, will share his fortunes. The 
wholesaler and the manufacturer, and 
the big banker, to whom the country 
merchants and the country bankers 
owe money, will share his fortunes. 
If the cataclysm must come, it is not 
going to be merely a farmers cata- 
clysm. 

If the farmer had been to blame for 
this situation by his neglect orf sound 
economic principles and his determi- 
nation to raise more stuff than the 
world needs, he would deserve no sym- 
pathy. But this he has not done. For 
several years past, the world has taken 
our entire supply of cotton at a fair 
price, and the present crop is only 
normal. But for the unforeseen com- 
plications brought about by the Euro- 
pean war, the farmer would have ob- 
tained his usual fair price and the 
country would have prospered. 

The tobacco farmer is in no better 
condition than the cotton farmer. In- 
deed, some say that his situation is 
worse, if that be possible. This brings 
'us to the one practical remedy. The 
strength and credit of the people’s gov- 
ernment must be utilized for the pro- 
tection of one-third of the people who 
are facing the destruction of their ma- 
terial interests. 


Congress Must Act. 


In such an emergency, if the con- 
gress of our ceuntry is not willing to 
(use the governmental power for the 
salvation of the people, there is some- 
thing radically wrong with the con- 
gress. 

Bear in mind that this cotton crop is 
intrinsically worth at least the 12% 
cents per pound which it has averaged 
for the last few years, for it has no 
| substitute on earth. All the linen, all 
the wool, all the silk goods, on earth 
would not clothe one-half of the peo- 
ple. Cotton is the mainstay of the 
world when it comes to clothing. For 
all food products one could find a sub- 
or cotton there is no substi-

Secretary McAdoo’s Views. 

Secretary McAdoo could not be seen 
today, as he was attending a meeting 
of the federal reserve board. He made 
plain his views, however, in a state- 
ment given out by him on August 27. 

In this he said: “Among the eligible 
securities to be used as a basis for 
the issue of currency I have decided 
to accept from national banks, through 
their respective national currency as- 
cociations, notes secured by ware- 
house receipts for cotton or tobacco, 
and having not more than four months 
to run, at 75 per cent of thelr face 
value. 

“This plan ought to enable the 
farmers to pick and market their cot- 
ton crop if the bankers, merchants and 
cotton manufacturers will co-operate 
with each other and with the farmers, 
and will avail of the relief offered by 
the treasury within reasonable limits. 
Such co-operation !s earnestly urged 
upon all these interests. The farmer 
cannot expect as high price for cotton 
this year because of the European 
war, yet he should not be forced to 
sacrifice his crop. 

“The banker and the merchant 
should not exact excessive rates of 
interest and the manufacturers should 
replenish their stocks as much as pos- 
sible and pay reasonable prices for the 
product. If this is done, and it can be 
done if everyone displays a helpful 
spirit, a normal condition can be re- 
stored and there ought to be no serious 
difficulty in taking care of the cotton 
problem. 

“This is a time when the entire coun- 
try expects that purely selfish interests 
shall be subordinated to the common 
good. 

“Undue advantage shall not be taken 
of the necessities of each other.
